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that he was the murderer of Emma Levin, 
and giving a detailed description of the crime, 
Vero St. Ledger Goold was returned to his 
cell, and was found there an hour later to- 
night, dead. He had hanged himself. 

Goold’s confession cleared up the Monte 
Carlo “trunk mystery,’ and his suicide 
sclved the a@ificulty of his trial, which has 
bothered the Marseilles authorities. The 
facts that Goold was an Englishman, and 
that the murder was committed outside of 
France, made the case a legal problem. 

Goold in his confession to the examining 
magistrate coolly related all the details of 
the crime. He alone had slain the woman, 
he declared, and it was he who cut up her 
body, although hie wife had helped him pack 
it away in their baggage. After this had been 
done they both agreed to journey to Mar- 
seilles, where they planned to cast the body 
into the sea. 


Wife Confesses Her Share. 

Mrs. Goold, whose first name is Violet, also 
confessed her part in the erime. She sald her 
husband had promised to give Emma Levin 
the sum of $100 for a certain reason, but she 
demanded 3100 more, which she wanted to 
give to a man friend. To this Mr. Goold ob- 
jected, his wife says, Whereupon Emma 
Levin abused him. 

Referring to what happened next, Goold 
says in his confession: 

I had been drinking and, becoming angry, 
I seized a hunting knife and buried it in 
Emma's back. She fell dead. The next day 
dismembered the body with a saw and a 
knife and placed the torgo in a trunk and 
the head and legs in a valise. I only stabbed 
the woman once. The other wounds on her 
body must have been caused by shaking 
around in the trunk.“ 


Murderer of Good Family. 

Goold said they carried off Emma Levin's 
jewels, not for their value, but in order to 
prevent their discovery in his apartment. 

Goold said his. grandfather was a baronet 
and his father an Irish Magistrate. He said 
he had served secretly on the Irish land com- 
mission in Dublin. In 1808 he moved to Mont- 
real, where, he says, he made a fortune. He 
then went to Holland, and later moved to 
Monte Carlo. Mrs. Goold corroborated every- 
thing her husband said. 

Geold and his wife, who are both elderly 
and of good English families, arrived at Mar- 
seilles from Monte Carlo on Aug. 6 Their 
baggage consisted of a trunk and a suitcase. 


How Crime Was Discovered. 

The trunk was left at the station to be regis- 
tered*for London, while Goold and his wife, 
taking the suitcase, went to a hotel for break- 
fast. Blood oozing from the trunk aroused 
suspicion. It was opened and found to con- 
tain the torso of a woman. The Goolds were 
arrested, and in the suitcase the man carried 
were found the missing portions of the body“ 

Later the body was identified as that of 
Emma Levin, the widow of a rich Stockholm 
merchant. She had made the acquaintance 
of the Goolds at Monte Carlo. 

When arrested the Goolds told the police an 
incredible story. They said the dead woman 
had been stabbed to the heart in their apart- 
ment in Monte Carlo by a man named Burker, 
who ran away immediately after committing 
the crime, leaving the body lying in their 
dining room. They said they were merely 
trying to convey the remains to England for 
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burial so as to avoid trouble at Monte Carlo.

CONDITIONS IN NEW YORK. 


Managers of Both Companies Claim 
Business Is on Almost Nor- 
mal Basis, 


WALL STREET ‘‘OPS” IN SESSION 


The telegraphers’ strike continued its spread 
over the entire country yesterday, involv- 
ing cities all the way from Portland, Me., 
te Spokane, and from Boston to Mobile. 
As far as the number of cities involved was 
concerned the day was no improvement over 
the previous ones since the strike began. 

New England was involved for the first 
time, the Postal and Western Union operat- 
ors at Boston striking at noon, and their 
brethren of the key following their example 
in Worcester, Hartford, New Haven, Bridge- 
port, Newport, Providence, and other wire 
centers in the * arenes part of the coun- 
try. 

In the south the strike involved such impor- 
tant centers as Richmond, Norfolk, Mobile, 
and Louisville. 

The men at Indianapolis obeyed the strike 
order yesterday. This, it is expected, will 
involve most of the manufacturing towns ip 
Indtana by tomorrow morning. 

On the Pacific coast the operators of both 


Seattle and Portland are expected to go out 
today. The Western Union operators at San 
Francisco renewed the strike they abandoned 
two weeks ago, but up to a late hour last 
night the Postal operators had not gone out. 

Secretary Molnerny of local No. 16 of the 
Telegraphers’ union made a statement last 
night in which he said that, from the figures

SITUATION IN NEW YORK. 

New York, Aug. 18.—{Special. ]}—Officers of 
the Western Union and Postal Telegrapb 
companies in New York said today that de- 
spite the fact the strike of the telegraphers 
had spread during the last twenty-four 
hours, the business of keeping the wires open 
at affected points had so far progressed as to 
make the acceptance of the usual amount of 
business possible. 

Between New York and Chicago and points 
west and south there was constant com- 
munication, these officers said, and in all the 
main offices affected by the strike sufficient 
forces of telegraphers had been retained to 
prevent anything like a complete tieup. 

At 1 o'clock this morning Deputy President 
Percy Thomas of New York began to send 
out the general strike order to all the locals 
in New England and he announced later to- 
day that he was extending the strike order 
over points west and south that had not * 
gone out without instructions. 

Boston, which had remained firm —— 
the four days of strike epidemic, obeyed 
Thomas’ order at 11 o’clock today, the oper- 
ators of both companies quitting their posts 
within an hour of each other. From Boston 
the strike wave spread to Hartford, Portland, 
Me., and other centers of New England. 


Claims of Western Union, 

General Manager Belvidere Brooks of the 
Western ‘Union said that there was not a 
point in the country that was completely 
dead to outside calls, that Chicago, the 
chief center of the disturbance, was again in 
almost normal communication with New 
Tork. 

In Boston, the latest city to go out, ninety 
of a full day force of 200 struck,“ said Mr. 
Brooks, “ and sixty new men are taking their 
places already. We have heard from Buffalo 
that 75 per cent of the day force is at work 
today. We have thirty-three working in 
Washington. 

In the New York office there were 404 op- 
erators working at 10:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. There was 460 at3 p.m. The night 
force is competent to handle all the late busi- 
ness. Today we have refused jobs to twenty- 
five operators who applied because we had 
all vacancies filled. Of the uptown offices 
omy thirty-five or forty remain closed.“ 
closed.” 

Charles Adams, vice president of the Postal 
company, said that 140 operators were work- 
ing on the day shift. Tonight General Man- 
ager E. J. Nally said that eighty-five oper- 
ators were working in the Postal building. 


Wall Street “Ops.” Undecided. 

The expected walkout of the operators in 
the brokers’ offices, which was to take piace 
today wherever a demand to be submitted in 
the morning for $385 a week, a seven hour 
work day and 85 cents an hour overtime, was 
not granted did not materialize. The oper- 
ators thought better of it and a meeting of the 
Wall street chapel of the union was hastily 
called in room 74 at the Astor house for 4 
o’clock this afternoon to revise the demands. 

A proposition was made to change the de- 
mand to a minimum wage scale of $30 a week 
and a seven hour work day and to leave the 
question of overtime to be settled individually 
with the brokers. This was adopted after 


considerable opposition. 


Effect on the Exchanges. 

Neither the stock exchange nor the Con- 
solidated exchange complained today that 
they were inconvenienced by the strike. Not 
only were quotations from other exchanges 
transmitted promptly and accurately, but 
the members seemed to manage to get word 
from their out of town customers with little 
difficulty. This business is in the main local.

New York, Aug. 18.—{Special.j—In the 
stock market today there was a partial re- 
covery in the quotations for securities.

It concerned Sec- 
retary of State Bilihu Root and Assistant 
Secretary of State Robert Bacon, who were 
in New York, and who, so Wall street imag- 
ination ran, were envoys of the administra- 
tion. But they were not. Mr. Root made. 
an explicit denial ‘of the report as far as it 
concerned hum. . 

Root Denies Resignation Rumor. 

In regard to a rumor that he was going to 
resign from the cabinet Mr. Root said: 

„ Such a report is absolutely without foun- 
dation in fact. I cannot understand how it 
could originate.” 

Assistant Secretary of State Bacon paid a 
visit to J. P. Morgan & Co., in which firm he 
was formerly a partner, and spent severai 


emphatically that his visit was purely social 
and unofficial. 

Throughout the entire day there was not, as 
far as could be ascertained from a number 
‘of reaponsible sources, any overtures on the 
part of leading Wall street interests for a 
conference with representatives of the ad- 
ministration. Neither was there an over- 
ture on the other hand from any actual or 
quasi representative of the administration.

The decisicn of the attorney general ie @ 
Girect result of the practically dual invem 
tigation conducted by agents of the depart- 
ment of justice and by Commissioner Herm 
bert Knox Smith of the bureau of corporiie 
tions. It has been established to the satia- 
faction of the authorities that the Interna. 
tional Harvester company controls more than 
70 per cent of the output of agricultural ime 
plements, harvester machines, etc.; that ig 


pa temt rights; trade marks, ownership of 
plants, acqu'sition of plants which are oF 
may develop into competitors, etc. 


Company Formed in 1908. 

The company has been in existence only 
five years, having been incorporated under 
New Jersey laws in August, 1902. It was 
formed by the consolidation of the McCor- 
mick Harvesting Machine company, the 
Deering Harvester company, Plano Mant- 
facturing company, Milwaukee Harv 
company, and the Wardner, Bushnell 
Glessner company. At the time the consol- 
idation occurred the company issued the 
following statement: 

The company is capitalized upon an . 
ceptionally conservative basis. Of its assets 
$80,000,000 are in cash working capital. The 
company will require no financing and there. 
will be no offer of its stock to the publio, alb 
the cash required having been provided by its 
stockholders. 

“The company has five fully equipped 
manufacturing plants in the United States, 
the largest and most complete of their kind 
in the world, and one plant now in process of 
construction in Canada. Through ite ware- 
houses in various parts of the country it will 
be able to make a most economical distribu. 
tion of its manufactured products. 
owns timber lands, coal, ore, blast furnaces, 
and steel properties, by means of which it 
should be able to accomplish important eee- 
nomics in the cost of raw material.” 

About a year after its incorporation the 
company acquired control of the Aultmate 
Miller company of Akron, O. Later it see 
cured possession of the Mesaba ore proper 
ties of the Deering Harvester company, 
While capitalization is fixed at $120,000, 
estimates of the value of its properties 
it at less than one-fourth of this sum, 


Charges Made by Senator. 

Charges originally were made against the 
harvester company by Senator Hansbrough 
of North Dakota, who last summer made an 
investigation in the farming regions of the 
northwest as to the practices of the comb 
naticn. Senator Hansbrough induced the 
senate to adopt à resolution ‘directing * 
sweeping governmental inquiry, his stated 
purpose being to relieve the farmers “ from 
the grinding extortion ot the combination, 
He declared the “trust controls not only 
the output and price but is selling inferior 
machinery.“ 

There is reason to believe the evidence 
gathered by two governmental departments 
eurtained Senator Hansbrough in the judge 
ment of the authorities. All this evidenss 
will be turned over to a lawyer yet to be des 
ignated, who, in conjunction with the attore 
uey general, will prepare the government's 
bill. oe will be filed within the next few 
months. 


Illinois Home of Industry. 

The proceedings are of direct interest te 
the people of Ulinols and, indeed, the whole 
country. The manufacture of agricultural 
implements is one of the leading industries 
of the state. Statistics for 1905 recently pub- 
lished by the bureau of census are referre@ 
to as an indication of the effect of the opera- 
tions of the trust. In 1900, the year of the 
regular decennial census, the number of es- 
tablishments for the manufacture of these 
implements in Illinois was ninety-four. Their 
capital was $62,202,330. .They employed an 
average of 18.281 men, whose wages aggre- 
gated for the year $9,064,504. 

In 1905 the number of establishments was 
reduced to eighty-two, their capitalization im 
creased to $71,383,289, the number of em 
ployés dropped to 15,359, and wages fell to 
$8,851,404.

KNIVES DIPPED IN POISON. 


Armenian’s Confession Leads to Find 
That Startles New York Police. 


New York, Aug. 18.—[Special.]—When the 
grand jury today began its hearing of the 
newly found evidence which is expected to 
start a string of Armenian man hunters 
toward the little room of the iron door” 
at Sing Sing, it had something more tangible 
and perhaps more convincing than the mere 
word of trapped conspirators to go by. It 
had the deadliest collection of murder tools 


New York City. 

Acting upon information embodied in the 
statement of Kissak Jelalian, a squad of de- 
tectives went late yesterday afternoon to a 
dingy tenement at 817 Past Forty-ninth 
street. On the ground floor of this building 
is an Armenian restaurant, where, it is now 
known, many killings have been plotted by 
the dreaded Hunchakists. 


Murder Armory in Cellar. 


cellar. In a bin they found a ton or more of 
hard coal. Lump by lump they removed the 
coal. Underneath wae a cunningly devised 
trapdoor. They raised the trapdoor and there 
was a veritable Bluebeard’s tool chest. 

e gs neatly in rows were knives with 
poisoned tips—deadiier than a rattler’s fangs; 
revolvers of a certain unique type, like the 
revolver that killed the millionaire rug 
merchant, Tavishanjian, in Union square 
three weeks ago; bottles filled with drugs, the 
vapors of which are fatal; bombs enough to 
blow an ordinary building into powder. It 
was the workshop of the nchakiets that 
the detectives had unearthed under a com- 
monplace coal bin. 

Medieval ingenuity had been combined with 
modern invention to insure a perfect job 
every time the agents of the society might go 
after a marked man.. For example, there 
were three slender littſe files, a scratch on the 


mean death, for each file’s tip had its coating 
of poison, just as Jelalian had said. 


- Poisoned Daggers in Collection. 


Three long daggers were similarly treated, 
so that the wounds would be fatal, even 
though the blades might fail to reach a vital 
organ. Under the seals of three well stop- 
pered bottles was hydrocyanic acid, better 
known as prussic acid, even the fumes of 
which are dangerous. 

There was an iron bomb and powder to fill 
it, with fuses and other attachments to set it 
off. Wooden molds for making bombs, a steel 
chisel, a bottle of sulphate of antimony, and 
a jar of unidentified white powder were also 
found. 

For two hours today District Attorney 
Jerome, three of his assistants, Nott, Manly 
and Perkins, and Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Woods examined all the Armenians 
who have been arrested in the last few days 
At the end of the inquiry all the prisoners 
except Jelalian, who has confessed his share 
in the murder of Tavishanjian, were sent 
back to cells at police headquarters. The 
district attorney took Jelalian before the 
grand jury this afternoon. 

After spending some time in the grand jury 
room, where he left a long typewritten state- 
ment that had been prepared by Deputy Po- 
lice Commissioner Woods, the district attor- 
ney went before Judge Foster, in general 
sessions, taking with him Jelalian and Alia 
Boognijian. 


Confessions Reveal Death Conspiracy. 


This Booznijian, Iixe Jelalian, has admiited 
that he served the Hunchakists until he dis- 
covered that he was being used as an agent 
to promote murder and blackmail. However, 
Aue insists that he did not go as far as Jelaliar., 

who guided the assassin of Tavishanjian to 
the rug merchant's place of business in Union 
square and pointed out the victim to him. 

Judge Foster committed the two Arme- 
nians to the house of detention in bonds of 
$5,000 each.

DEPOSE SULTAN, CRY NOW 


Throne Offered to Touley Hafid; 
French Repulse Fieree At- 
tack on Casablanca. 


TANGIER, Aug. 18.—It is rted here 


Yate tonight that 200 horsemem have forced 
the gates of Mazagan and are now pillaging | 


the European quarter. 
The situation at Fez is reported to be ex- 
tremely critical. The European colony in 


the greatest peril. 

The native population of Fes is threatening 
to rise against the government, which isin no 
position to defend itself. One report is that 
the sultan has fled to the coast.’ 


Offer Sultanship to Touley Hafid. 

Reports from Morocco City tonight added 
a new menace to the situation. The tribes ip 
that section are declared to have offered to 
depose the sultan and install Touley Hafid if 
the latter will lead them to Fes. 

It is believed here that the loyalty of Touley 
Hafid will not stand this temptation and he 
will accept the offer. 

Well informed Moors and Europeans in 
Tangier express the opinion that all the signs 
of the present crisis precipitated by French 
and Spanish occupancy of Casablanca point 
to a general uprising of Moroccan tribes. 


Battle Outside Casablanca. 

Tribesmen. made another desperate attempt 
to rush the French camp and raid Casablanca 
yesterday, and were repulsed with great loss. 

Four thousand mounted Moors charged 
again and again almost to the muzsies of the 
French guns in the face of a withering fire. 
The tribesmen fought with fanatical courage, 
undaunted by the loss that marked every 
charge. 

A hail of shrapnel that literally mowed 
down men and horses finally ended the at- 
tack, leaving the plain fronting the French 
camp carpeted with dead and dying. 

During the fighting the warships in the 
roadstead ceaselessly shelled the masses of 
native horsemen as they swept over the 
plains. The accuracy of the ships’ gunners 
was deadly and the shelle were terribly ef- 


fective. 


French Loss Is Slight. 


The losses sustained by the French troops 
in their intrenched camp were inconsider- 
able. 

The transport Oasis with reinforcements of 
French troops from Algiers and Oran has 
arrived at Casablanca. 

Siboubekir, governor of Casablanca, who 
was dismissed for having abetted the mas- 
sacre of Europeans, is now a prisoner on 
board the French cruiser Gloire. 

Saffit, a seaport, is reported surrounded by 
natives. The European residents are pre- 
paring to defend themselves. The situation 
there is declared to be critical. 

M. Malperthuy, the French consul at Casa- 
blanca, who is here, said today that one of 
the causes of unrest, antedating the original 
outbreak which resulted in the killing of 
eight Europeans, was agitation by certain 
Europeans in Morocco who are opposed to 
any reforms which might result in depriving 
them of commercial privileges unfairly ob- 
tained through favoritism. 


France Not Seeking Conquest. 


PARIS, Aug. 13.—Following a statement 
of Foreign Minister Pichon that France does 
not intend to embark on a conquest of Moroc- 
co or send an expedition into the interior, 
the semi-official Temps. this evening reiter- 
ates that the government intends to pursue 
only the measures necessary to fulfill the 
spirit of the Algeciras convention, adding: 

The German newspapers, which pretend 
today that the convention is only a scrap of 
paper now, regarded it as more important in 
days of yore. They talk of letting us con- 
quer Morocco, and ask us in exchange to 
make certain compensations. They are 
good, but the questions are not before us offi- 
cially. 

„We shall take in Morocco, with firmness 
but without imprudence, the steps neces- 
sary to maintain order at the open ports as 
well as those essential to the reéstablishment 
of European prestige, nothing less and noth- 
ing more.“ 


“JUMPERS” TO JOIN ZION CITY? 


Waukesha Hears Rumor Sect Will Ex- 
change Headquarters for Part 
of Voliva’s Domain. 


Waukesha, Wis., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—The 
Holy Jumpers religious sect is preparing to 
leave Waukesha. It is stated here that the 
members will move to Zion city, and that a 
deal is pending whereby the Fountain house, 
the headquarters of the sect, is to be trans- 
ferred for a portion of Zion city. 

The sect has not had the most pleasant 
experiences in Waukesha. The street meet- 
ings frequently have been interrupted with 
showers of rotten eggs, and many members 
have been lodged in jail on charges of dis- 
orderly conduct. 

Damage suits against the sheriff of Wau- 
kesha county had been instituted in hopes 
of securing some redress, and other legal 
complications have made the life of the 
Jumpers anything but a pleasant one in Wau- 
keeha. 


INDIANA WANTS BLOCK SIGNALS 


Railroad Commissioners Order Installa- 
tion of System on All Lines Oper- 
ating in the State. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 18.—[Special.]— 
The state board of railroad commissioners 
today issued a formal order requiring all 
railroads operating in the state of Indiana 
to equip their lines with the automatic Mock 
sigral system. This order has been in con- 
templation ever since the disaster at Wood- 
ville, on the Baltimore and Ohio, in which 
so many immigrants lost their lives. The 
rallroads have been using all their influence 
to prevent a peremptory order to put in the 
bock safety device, but have failed. The 
work of installing the systems must begin 
at once. 


WINONA LAKE JS DYNAMITED. 


Dam Blown Up, Causing Drop of Sev- 
eral Feet in Water Mark—Mo- 
tive a Mystery. : 


Warsaw, Ind., Aug. 18.—Dynamiters de- 
stroyed the dam at the outlet of Winona lake 
Sunday night, causing the lake surface level 
to drop several feet. The Winona assembly 
officials suppressed the facts pending inves- 
tigation, but today called upon the county 
authorities to assist in establishing the iden- 
tity of the guilty parties. The motive of the 
marauders is a mystery.

TRUCE IN BELFAST STRIKE. 


Soldiers Kept Out. of the City 
and Quiet Follows. 


TAKE STEPS TO END STRIFE. 


Effort Being Made to Submit Whole 
Case to Arbitration. 


BELFAST, Ireland, Aug. 13.—The vigor of 
the soldiers in firing into the mobs last night 
put an end to the rioting and today the city 
has been quiet. 

There was only one slight outbreak of vio- 
lence. A number of city workmen attempted 
to repair the streéts which had been torn up 
yesterday to secure ammunition in the form 
of paving stones with which to pelt the sol- 
diers. They had not been at work five 
minutes before a mob of young men and girls 
began to stone them and they had to run for 
their lives. 


Soldiers Are Kept Away. 


The experiment of keeping both the police 
and the troops outside of the disturbed area 
of the city has been attended with a great 
measure of success. Large crowds collected 
and assumed threatening attitudes, but con- 
fined their demonstration to shouting. At 
half past eleven o'clock tonight, the streets 
of Belfast are practically deserted. Troops 
and police were withdrawn to their barracks. 

Tonight Joseph Devlin, nationalist member 
of the house of comntons for Belfast, and a 
number of priests and magistrates patrolled 
the disturbed area urging the people to keep 
the peace and avoid collisions with the 
orangemen, at the same time the troops were 
held in readiness in their barracks should 
their services be required. 


Hope for Arbitration. 


Steps are being taken to induce the strikers 
and their late employers to submit their dif- 
ferences to arbitration. 

Sir Anthony P. MacDonell, under secre- 
tary to the lord leutenant of Ireland, has 
been in conference with the local officials 
and the labor leaders with the view of ar- 
ranging a settlement of the disputed points 
and another conference has been held for the 
same purpose between the master carters and 
representatives of the strikers. 

Alexander Carlisle, director of Harland 
and Wolff, shipbuilders, is acting as medi- 
ator. He announced tonight that proceed- 
ings were most satisfactory and he hoped a 
settlement would be effected.

SECRETARY RECENTLY QUIT. 


John S. Dillon Held the Position Four 
Years; Officers Silent. 


Following the recent announcement of the 
resignation of John 8.

Officers of the organization refused to dis- 
cuss the shortage last night or to connect 
it with the resignation of Secretary Dillon. 
At the headquarters there were unconfirmed 
reports thet at a meeting of the executive 
board some time ago he was asked to resign 
and Roberts was appointed to fill the va- 
cancer. 

Although the shortage and its approximate 
amount was admitted by President Goodale, 
he declared that no legal action had been 
taken and refused to discuss what action 
might be taken until this afternoon. 

1 have refused to discuss the situation 
and have given out no interviews, notwith- 
standing the fact that some of the news- 
papers have quoted me,“ he said. “ Mr. 
Dillon resigned and his resignation was ac- 
cepted by the executive board for good and 
sufficient reasons. I must refuse to say 
whether his resignation was asked for or not. 
I.am not at liberty to give any information 
before tomorrow afternoon. Then possibly 
I shall be in a position to tell all there is in 
connection with the shortage. That is all 
I can say.”’

DROP ALTON CASE 


Federal Officials Confident 
Judge Will Not Attack 
„ Immunitv Plan. 


OTHER ROADS TO ESCAPE. 


Action When Grand Jary Con- 
venes Today Awaited with 
Keen Interest. 


Immunity for the Alton raflroaé in grant- 
ing rebates to the Standard Ol company 
means immunity for all the other roads simi- 
larly involved in the seven indictments still 
pending in the United States District court 
here. 

Whether this fact may not be introduced 
by the Standard and possibly defeat the 
other trials je a question exercising the gov- 
ernment officials, and it was fear of this 
which is said to have caused the delay in ad- 
mitting the promise of immunity. : 

The special federal grand jury summoned 
by Judge Landis will convene this morning 
to hear the testimony relative to the Alton’s 
violation of the Elkins law, under which the 
Standard Oil company was convicted and 
fined $20,240,000. It ie admitted that the gov- 
erament must keep faith with the company 
end grant the promised immunity, but, re- 
gardiese of that, the situation is fraught 
with many possibilities. 


Will Speak from the Bench. 

What will Judge Landis do? Without 
khowledge of this secret agreement he sum- 
moned this grand jury and will be in court at 
10 o'clock this morning to swear it in. As to 
what then will be done he maintains silence. 

“I don't want to be mysterious,” he said 
yesterday in response to a query, but any- 
thing I may have to say on this subject must 
be said from the bench. You agree that that 
is right, don't you!“ he inquired, glancing at 
each of several reporters in turn. Very well, 
then we will drop the subject for the 
present.“ ‘ 

No one expects that Judge Landis will, 
figuratively speaking, take the bit between 
hie teeth and in the face of opposition from 
the department of justice order the investi- 
gation to proceed. The honor of the govern- 
ment must be upheld, even though it permits 
the escape of a corporation already shown 
to have violated the law at least 1,462 separ- 
ate times. 

Were Judge Landis hostile to the govern- 
ment the situation would yield him an op- 
portunity for mischief and the authorities at 
Washington might be on the anxious seat. 
There is no official in the United States with 
@ delegated power sufficient to grant im- 
munity to a corporation for a criminal of- 
fense. „ ' 

Clemency, immunity, and pardon are fre- 
quently resorted to in the state courts as a 
price by means of which one criminal turns 
state’s evidence against another, but the 
federal courts with all the power at their 
command seldom, if ever, have to resort to 
this. The president of the United States may 
pardon an offender after conviction, 


Individuals May Not Escape. 


Judge Landis probably will recognize the 
promise of immunity made by former Attor- 
ney General Moody and former District At- 
torney Morrison to the Chicago and Alton 
railroad company. It isstill a question, how- 
ever, whether the officials involved in the 
violation of law may not be indicted. Noth- 
ing has been divulged by the authorities in 
Washington, the only source of reports as to 
immunity thus far disclosed, to show that 
forgiveness extended to the individuals. The 
law will protect those who testified for the 
government and it Is possible that the secret 
agreement included them as well. 

Digtrict Attorney Sims will return from 
northern Michigan this morning and be pres- 
ent in court. No orders to stop the proposed 
investigation had been received by the fed- 
eral authorities here last night nor had any 
information regarding the immunity agree- 
ment been forwarded from Washington. Dis- 
trict Attorney Sims took charge of the office 
after the promise was made and his assist 
ante declare neither he nor they had any 
knowledge of it. In case of a clash between 
the federal court and the department of jus- 
tice the district attorney must obey instruc- 
tions from the attorney general. 


Course Likely to Be Pursued. 


Rumors were circulated to the effect that 
Judge Landis would not abide by the promise 
made to the Alton officials. A Logansport 
newspaper quotes him as saying, I will not 
be a party to any such proceeding.”” One 
report was to the effect that it the district at- 
torney, on instructions from Washington, re- 
fused to conduct the investigation the court 
would appoint an attorney to take charge of 
the grand jury. The law, however, gives the 
district attorney exclusive jurisdiction over 
the matters to be presented to a grand jury, 
and none but he or his assistants may be in 
the room during the deliberations of the jury. 

Even were Judge Landis inclined to join 
issue with the government there is no recog- 
nized way open to him. He can withdraw 
easily and without compromising himself by 
announcing the receipt of the information 
said to have been forwarded him by Attorney 
General Bonaparte, and this is the course he 
is expected to pursue, 7

Another case of a permit issued without 
authority, bobbed up in the city hall yester- 
day.

This last unauthorised permit was issued 
by Superintendent of Streets Doherty on May 
10 and allowed a contracting company to 
pave Lincoln street and Winchester avenue, 
from Lawrence to Clay avenue, without the 
city having anything to say about the speci- 
fications for the work or exercising any in- 
spection over the job. 

As under the law adopted last fall the 
city is bound to pay half the cost of main- 
taining for all time to come a street once 
improved, it behooves it to see that the work 
is well done. If it does not its bills for re- 
pair work as time goes on are likely to be 
heavy. 

Approval of Council Lacking. 

Ald. Reinberg put in the council an order 
on April 20 allowing the Metropolitan En- 
gineering and Contracting company to pave 
the two streets with asphalt on private con- 
tract, and the council referred it to the board 
of local improvements. This Board took no 
action on the order and the matter never 
came up again in the council, but on May 10 
Supt. Doherty issued a permit for the work 
and the paving was done. 

The explanation given by the superin- 
tendent was that it was a private contract 
job in which the property owners interested 
wanted the work done at onee, so he accom- 
modated them. 

This private contract work is done under 
the section of the law which provides that 
when all interested owners are agreed they 
can make their own arrangements for doing 
the work and thus avoid the expense of spe- 
cial assessment proceedings in court, but 
the specifications for the work must be ap- 
proved by the commissioner of public works 
and the work must be done under his super- 
vision, which means that city inspectors are 
put upon the job. An order of the council 
always has been demanded to insure this. 


May Cost the City Dearly. 

It is intimated in the present case that the 
specifications are not up to the city standard, 
and that the property owners are likely to 
find that they have not got as good a pave- 
ment as they are looking for. In the older 
days this would not make any special differ- 
ence to the city, being a matter in which 
the property owners were most interested, 
but under the new law the city is directly 
interested. If the pavement wears out quick- 
ly the city must pay half the cost of replacing 
it, and if had pavements are being laid all 
cver the city it will have trouble in finding 
the money to replace them. : 

The time has come when the more attention 
the city pays to the kind of pavements laid 
the more money it will save. Relaying the 
broken down pavement in Wabash and Cot- 
tage Grove avenues bas already cost it $55,- 
000 this year. 

May Coerce Telephone Company. 

Commissioner Hanberg is hopeful that he 
will get the space he wants for a thirty-six 
inch water main im the Chicago Telephone 
oompany’s.” mystery tunnel under the rtver 
at La Salle street. The expected conference 
witu the company’s officials was postponed 
so the law department could dig deeper into 
the question, but one point was developed 
which made the commisstoner think the tele- 
prene company will have to come to time. 

It seems that part of the expense of build- 
ing the tunnel was paid by the Chicago Edi- 
son company,“ Mr. Hanberg said, and it is 
using part of the space. Now, even if the 
ordinance of the telephone company allows 
it to tunnel under the river, and the permit 
was tightly granted, the company has no 
authority to take another corporation into 
partnership with it, and one or the other 
will have to get out unless the city gets the 
space it wants. 

“ We can’t build a tunnel bt our own there, 
because the present one interferes, and it 16 
absolutely necessary for us to get that water 
main under the river as soon as possible.”

Take one-half cake of soap, cut into small 
pieces and dissolve thoroughly in hot water. 
Pour this into enough cold water to cover 
the blankets. Add two ounces of pulverized 
borax. and put your blankets to soak all night. 
In the morning take them out and squeeze 
most of the water out of them, and rinse 
thoroughly in cold water in which a little 
borax has been dissolved. Put them through 
a second water and then through bluing 
water. Do not wring or squeeze them this 
time, but hang them upto dry. The easiest 
way is to take them while in the last water 
out under the line, as it is not convenient to 
carry them while ful] of water. Hang them by 
one end or side. Of course, you want a 
sunny day for drying them nicely, and if 
you, put them to soak and the next day is 
stormy, it will not hurt them to soak longer.
